RESPONSE 

In response to the Examiner's requirement for election of species, Applicant elects 
"activin". Claims readable on the elected species include 20, 21, 22, 24, 25, 26 and 27. 
Attention is directed to the fact that the specification discloses that activin itself is to be 
considered as "stimulator of activin" as referred to in claim 20 (see, for example, the third 
paragraph on page 2 of the specification).
